In a valedictory review of his ten 
years In high office with the world's 
largest steel maker, Myron C. Tay- 
lor, retiring chairman of U. S. Steel 
Corp., told stockholders today, "I 
have no doubt whatever of the ulti- 
mate future of both tho nation and 
the corporation." 


A printed extension of his re- 
marks was given shareholders at 
the meeting. 


Of what is widely considered In 
steel circles one of the most con- 
troversial of Taylor's moves as 
executive head of "Big Steel," his 
signing of a contract with the steel 
workers' 
organizing 
committee, 


CIO affiliate, Taylor said: 
"The union has scrupulously fol- 


lowed the terms of Its agreement 
and, insofar as I know, has made 
no unfair effort to bring other em- 
ployees Into Its ranks, while the 
corporation subsidiaries, during a 
very difficult period have been en- 
tirely freo of labor disturbances of 
any kind. The cost of a strike—to 
the corporation, to tho public and 
to the men—would have been in- 
calculable." 
Early in his prepared address 


Taylor emphasized his confidence 
in the future, he said: 
"The 
future of the corporation 
rests upon the skill with which it 
is managed and the resumption of a 
normal, national column of busi- 
ness. Thc affairs of the corpora- 
tion cannot be considered adart 
from tho affairs of the nation but 
I have no doubt whatever of the 
ultimate future of both the nation 
and the corporation."

Members of the April term grand 


jury, empanelled Monday morning 
by Judge Wayne R. Howcll, were 
urged to look Into all violations of 
law and return indictments whcro. 
warranted. 


Special charges were delivered 


with reference to gambling and 
'bawdy houses" and considerable 
attention 
was 
directed 
to the 


liquor law situation. Judge How- 
cll said there were a number of 
questionable doctors who have been 
'imported Into Navarro county" to 
write prescriptions for liquor In 
certain drug stores at "from 10 to 
25 cents per proscription." Contlnu- 
ng, the judge declared that a loop- 
hole existed in the law and there 
was little that could be done about 
the matter, despite the fact that 
it made certain drug stores "whis- 
key package stores." 
That situation, the judge declar- 


ed, can't bo dealt with under tho 
present laws except possibly under 
the conspiracy statute, a most dif- 
ficult legal proceeding. Ho said the 
law enforcement agencies and tho 
honorable and respectable physici- 
ans could do nothing about the 
situation. 


"Do the best you can with the 
tools available to work with," Judge 
Howcll charged the Investigators. 


Always Law Violations 


The court declared there would 
always 'be law violations for a 
grand jury to investigate, but stat- 
ed he did not anticipate a great 
deal of work to be necessary for 
the present organization. 


Referring 
to "bawdy 
houses." 
Judge Howoll said tho situation 
is now apparently connected to a 
large degree with the night clubs, 
dance halls and beer joints on high- 
ways rather than in the towns. He 
urged tho probers to present with- 
out fear or favor anyone violating 
the gambling or "bawdy house or 
disorderly house" statutes. 


Turning 
his 
attention to the 


liquor situation, the court pointed 
out that he docs not hesitate, re- 
gardless of his own personal feel- 
ings in the matter, to use drastic 
measures.

April 4.—</P>—A 
great manhunt began over the 
West Texas brush country today 
for the merciless killers who tor- 
tured and clubbed to death two 
socially 
prominent 
California 


women and then studiously laid 
them side by side, face down, 
against 
the earth. 
A searching party last, night 


came upon 
the 
bodies—brutally 
bealcn about the face and head 
—of Mrs. Weston G. Frome, of 
Berkeley, and her pretty daught- 
er Nancy, 23-year-old University 
of California graduate, who had 
been missing nearly four days. 
Both bodies were stripped of 
nearly all their clothing. Dr. W. 
W. Waite of El Paso, who was 
performing an autopsy, said each 
knuckle of Nancy's right hand 
had been burned by a cigar or 
cigarette, 
and that there were 


four other burns on the back of 
her hand toward the wrist. 
Marks upon her back indicated 


someone had jumped 
up 
and 
down upon her. Her diaphragm 
was ruptured. She had been shot 
In the 
left temple with a .32 


caliber bullet. 
Dr. Walte said he did not be- 


lieve the older woman had been 
criminally attacked but that his 
decision in the case of the daught- 
er would 
be 
withheld pending 


further 
examination. 
Dr. L. P. Walter, of the city- 


county health, department 
of El 
Paso county, said a piece of flesh 
had been bitten from the right 
forearm of Mrs. Frome. 
Bodies Near Highway. 
The searchers came upon the 
bodies six miles east of here and 
about half a mile south of the 
El Paso highway.

draped a light blanket over them.

Officers Insisted they had not

the discovery Thursday 
night by Deputy

Davis of Balmorhca, a widespread 
search was Instituted. Scores of 
officers, CCC camp workers, sold- 
iers preparing for maneuvers near 
Balmorhea, and private citizens 
joined the hunt.

The nation still has a re- 


lief problem and no unified, 
reasonable 
program 
for 


meeting it. The American 
Association of Social Work- 
ers- has examined conditions 
in twenty-eight states. It 
reports 
"shockingly 
low 


standards" in many com- 
munities. There are inade- 
nuate state and local funds. 
Welfare practices have de- 
teriorated. There have been 
wholesale reductions in re- 
lief grants. Evictions, mal- 
nutrition, stiffer 
eligibility 


requirements and 
periodic 


stoppages of relief were 
found. Further: 


"Relief has been made 


hard to get and 
difficult 


to 
endure; 
relief allow- 


ances, already below levels 
necessary to maintain life 
and health, have been fur- 
ther pared; medical care 
and 
clothing 
allowances 


have been eliminated; new 
applicants 
are 
being re- 


fused; little or no care is 
available 
for 
transients; 


children 
are 
kept 
from 


school for lack of clothing; 
some food allowances are 
as low as $11.90 a month 
f01 • a family of four." 


It is not a pretty picture. 


A lot of people not requir- 
ing relief are weary of the 
whole subject, partly 
be- 


cause they do not under- 
stand its seriousness, and 
partly because there has 
been, in some communities, 
great confusion of counsel 
and too much playing of 
politics. Many Americans 
still believe that all relief 
clients are chiselers, that 
all could be self-supporting 
if they were 
willing to 


work. 


These 
theories 
ignore 


facts to which we cannot 
afford to remain blind. In 
a country less richly bless- 
ed, with less hope and less 
enduring faith in individual 
opportunity than ours, such 
conditions would surely lead 
to violent revolution. Long 
continued, they might even 
do so here. 


MEXICO'S OIL VICTORY 


Our government has been 


surprisingly calm about the 
expropriation of American- 
owned oil properties in Mex- 
ico, and so have the own- 
ers of those properties. The 
same is true of the Ameri- 
can public. An extreme ex- 
ample of tolerance was the 
remark of 
U. 
S. Senator 


Donahey of Ohio, who said: 


"I'm surprised that it was 


not done long ago. The nat- 
ural resources of a country 
belong to its citizens, and 
not only to the citizens of 
today but to generations yet 
to come." 


Paul Mallon, independent 


news - columnist, observing 
the general lack of indig- 
nation, spoke of the belief 
in high places that the oil 
men' themselves had been 
"hankering for a political 
change in Mexico," and that 
their slowness in pressing 
official protests may have 
(suggested 
guilty 
consci- 


ences. 
"General belief in 


Washington," he added, "is 
that the dispute will be set- 
tled satisfactorily after fur- 
ther 
warm debate. 
Both 


sides apparently have faces 
in need of saving." 


Yet it certainly looks to 


the average American as if 
the owners of those $400,- 
000,000 
properties 
have 


been treated very badly— 
worse than can be justified 
by bringing up past sins. It 
may be assumed that, on the 
whole, they have been oper- 
ating in a legitimate way.

Nazi Germany." Wars now- 
adays, by the new gang- 
ster mode of Fascist states, 
are always sudden and un- 
declared, and nations seek- 
ing only their own self-de- 
fense must act accordingly.

a few hours, calling every

This is what any nation

do nowadays when

BORING FROM WITHIN 


Czechoslovakia, 
one 
of 


the 
bravest 
little 
demo- 


cracies in Europe, is prob- 
ably doomed. And the doom 
comes through an act which, 
ordinarily, 
would 
be 
re- 


garded as wise and proper. 


In response to demands 


from Germany, and in an 
effort to prevent a war of 
conquest, the republic has 
agreed to give its German 
Nazis representation in the 
government at Prague. One- 
fifth of the people of Cze- 
choslovakia, about 3,000,- 
000, belong to the German 
race and have held to their 
German culture. Most of 
them, 
in spite 
of 
their 


Czechoslovakia!! citizenship 
are Nazis, with a strong or- 
ganization, affilitated with 
the Fatherland Nazis and 
apparently 
loyal to Ger- 


many—not Czechoslovakia. 


Such an attitude would 


be regarded in almost any 
other country as treason- 
able. It would certainly be 
sc regarded if a Czech or 
Slovak group living in Ger- 
many acted so. But Nazism 
is a political religion which 
makes its own 
standards. 


It is the nature of Nazism 
to regard no political bonds 
as binding except those of 
its own peculiar and arbi- 
trary faith. Thus it is cer- 
tain that the Nazis admit- 
ted to a share in the gov- 
ernment 
at 
Prague 
will

soldiers, marines and sailors al- 
ways lived In Campechee. It was 
an 
orderly community. 
Lafitte 
was a bachelor but had a beau- 
tiful red haired niece living with 
him. 


"When Napoleon -was conquer- 
ed a large number of his finest 
officers came to Texas and set- 
tled near Galveston Island on 
the mainland near 
the Trinity 


river at a place they called Camp 
Asylum in the year 1819. They 
wero assisted by 
Jean 
Lafitte 


and when the Spaniards forced 
them to leave Texas they found- 
ed an asylum with Lafitte again 
on Galveston Island and a large 
number of these Frenchmen en- 
rolled with Lafitte and remained 
at

FOREIGN OIL COMPANIES SEEK 
SUPREME COURT ACTION FORCE 
MEXICO TO RETURN PROPERTIES 


MEXICO 
CITY, April 4.— 
Foreign oil companies turned to 
the supreme court today in a last 
legal effort to recover expropriat- 
ed Mexican oil holdings valued at 
more than $400000,000. 
The 17 United States and Brit- 


ish-owned 
companies 
built 
their 


appeal to the supreme court on 
tho 
contention 
that 
President 
Cardenas' expropriation decree of 
March 19 violated the Mexican con- 
stitution. 


They planned to ask the court 


to deHatc President Cardenas' ex- 
propriation decree unconstitution- 
al.The companies argue that Arti- 
cle 27 of tho constitution author 
Izes only the 
expropriation 
of 


lands and waters in carrying out 
the nation's program of socializa- 
tion; not personal property such 
as tools, plants and equipment. 


Furthermore, they allege that 


the companies were deprived of 
their properties, possessions and 
rights without due process before 
the courts and that no Indemnifi- 
cation was paid at the time af 
expropriation. 


President Cardenas' decree 
on 


March IS culminated a prolonged 
legal controversy between the com- 
panies and the oil workers' syndi- 
cate over wages and other bene- 
fits granted the workers by an ar- 
bitration board.

Mexico Is how to pay for the na- 
tlonalbed oil properties. 


Mexico already is burdened with 


a large foreign debt and her na- 
tional economy has been strained 
by the 
socialistic agrarian 
pro- 
gram. 


However, the "reafflrmatlon of 
good relations' between the Unit- 
ed States and Mexico, embodied In 
diplomatic exchanges last week, 
Indicated the oil Issue would b« 
smoothed over so far as the coun- 
tries thpmrelves were 
concerned.

Crop In Years 


Now Forecast 


CHICAGO, April 4.—(&)—A half 


dozen Chicago crop experts, pre- 
paring their first estimates of 193f 
wheat 
production In the Unitec 
States today pored 
over reports 


'rom hundreds of farm commun- 
tles which indicated that harvest 
of the biggest crop'In seven years, 
valued as high as $720,000,000, Is 
possible. 


Rain over much of the belt the 


past few weelm, v/ith winter wheat 
ihead of normal growth and plani- 
ng of spring wheat already well 
under way, has resulted in the big- 
gest flow of the most favorable 
crop reports in years. 


Unofficial forecasts of total Unit- 
ed States production ranging from 
800,000,000 to 900,000,000 bushels al- 
ready have been made. Although 
th« market value of this year's in- 
dicated harvest will fall below last 
year's billion dollar crop It will be 
larger than the crops of the pre- 
ceding: five year*. 


At market new w>-*at now Is 
quoted around 80 cents a bushel. 
Or the farm it Is around 68 cents. 
These prices are the lowest for 
April since 1934. A year ago wheat 
was around $1.28 at market. 
James E. Bennett anrf~Co., with 


the latest survey of conditions in 
the winter wheat belt, said the 
drought area had'sufficient surface 
moisture but there was still a sub- 
soil 
moisture deficiency. Wheat 


plants therefore, particularly in the 
Oklahoma and Texas Panhandles, 
Kansas, Colorado, Nebraska and 
South Dakota may have developed 
a larger growth than present mois- 
ture reserve In the subsoil is capa- 
ble of bringing to full maturity. 
This leaves the crop 
dependent 


upon spring and early summer 
rains.

Still, there is vast importance In 
the announcement that work is to 
be rushed on the canal which will 
connect the Rhine and Danube riv- 
ers, thus providing a passage for 
shins a distance of some 2,500 miles, 
from the Bltle to tt j Black Sea. 


Thin will mark a seven-leagua 


stride in Der Fuehrer's program 
for the creation of a great Ger- 
manic confederation. The signif- 
icance of the river project is this: 
It will open up an Arabian nights 
treasure house of commerce for 
Germany throughout the Balkans 
and Near East. 
It will enable her to undersell 


competing 
countries 
because 
of 
cheap transportation and easy ac- 
cess to markets. 
It will give her the materials she 


needs to make her independent of 
other powers. 


Of Invaluable Assistance 
It will be of invaluable assist 


ance to her in extending her eco- 
nomic and pollti-al dominance In 
the Balkans. 
Take one item alone—though a 


most Important one—that of the 
wheat for lack of which Germany 
went hungry during the world war. 
The Danubian states prow more of 
ihls grain than any of the so-called 
big wheat countries barring the 
United States.

But Hungary. Rumania,

slavia and Bulgi.ry together have 
been growing some 300,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat annually. This Is half 
the American crop, and more than 
Is grown by any of the others of 
the- big four. 


Will Open Much Territory 


The mighty Danube will open up 


a^lot of territory for Germany. It 
flows from Germany across Aus- 
tria, along part of the Czecho- 
slovaklan 
>order, through Hun- 


gary to the Black Sea. Sixty navi- 
gable 
streams 
join It from 
the 


north and south. 


Control of this waterway and of 


the Balkans would make Germany 
virtually invulnerable In war, so 
far as supplies are concerned. 
During the world war the Dan- 


ube was of great military import- 
ance, and might '.e again. Germany 
proposes to reorganize her Danu- 
bian naval forces. 


Throughout 
the last war 
the 
armies of Central Eurrtpe fought 
back and forth aero .a the Danube. 
In August of 1916, Austrian Monit- 
ors bombarded Rumanian towns. 
The following year the river was 
the scene of great troop movements. 
The Rhine Is at present the most 


Important river commercially In 
Europe, 
though 
Germany's new 


set-up on the Danube may change 
that. Many big Industrial cities lie 
along the Rhine and its tributaries. 


The Rhine Is, of course, a favor- 


ite with America 
tourists not only 
because of the beauty of the scen- 
ery but because of the picturesque 
ruined castles 
and 
fortifications. 


There are lovely stretches along 
Danube, too, and It passes through 
many interesting cities..
